The approaching s«ssion of this body is ex- 

citing not a little interest in view of the im- 

portant questions which are expected to come 

before it, Foremost among these is the sub- 

ject of slavery in its bearing upon Church 

membership. 

Ia the earlier history of Methodism in this 

country, the entire moral and administrative 
influence of the Church was brought to bear 
against the institation. The clergy spoke eve- 


took of the general declension in moral senti- 
ment on this subject, the tone of its clergy was 
sensibly lowered, while the administration of 
discipline with reference to it was almost en- 
tirely neglected. Not only was slaveholding 
by the laity tolerated, but it became quite 
common, in slaveholding States, among the 
official members of the Church. Now and 
then a minister became involved in it, and 
finally it invaded the ranks of the Episcopacy. 
In January, 1844, James O. Andrew, one of 
the Bishops of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 


. married a lady who was the owner of slaves, 


and which he subsequently secured to ber by 
deed of trust. This brought the matter toa 
crisis, What had been tolerated in the laity 
and, in some instances, in the clergy also, 
could not be tolerated in the Episcopacy, un- 
lese, inde d, the Church was prepared to re- 
verse its original policy, and throw its entire 
iufluenoe in favor of slavery. — 

The subject was brought up in the General 


the facts as charged, and after a protracted 
and heated discussion, the Conference, by a 
vote of 110 to 68, resolved that he (Bishop A.) 
should desist from the exercise of his office. 
The adoption of this resolution led to the fa- 
mous secession, by which nearly all of the 
slaveholding conferences withdrew from their 
counection, and organized themselves into an 
independent body, under the style of the Meth- 
odist Egiscopal Church South. The following 
conferences, embracing slave territory, how- 
ever, did not secede, viz.: Baltimore, East 
Balumore, Philadelphia, and Western Virginis ; 
and the following have since been organized 
viz.: Kentucky, Missouri, and Arkansas—the 
latter including Texas. 

From this date (1844) until the last session 
of the General Conference held at Indianapo- 
lis, in May, 1856, that body has not been se- 
riously disturbed by the slavery question. — 
But ia the interim both the laity and the cler- 
gy had been gradually approximating the sen- 
timent entertained on this subject by the found- 
ers of Methodism. Inthe General Conference 
of 1856 a proposition to make non-slavehold. 
ing a test of membership, was warmly advo- 
cated, and carried by a decided majority, but 
not by a two-thirds vote. By the Constitution 
of the Church a change in its rules can only be 
Inade upon the recommendation of three- 
fourths of all the members of the Annual Con- 
ferences present and voting, and the subse- 
quent indorsement by a vote of two-thirds of 
the General Conference, or vice versa, Under 
this provision the measure failed; but the 
friends of the proposition have since been dil- 
igent in its advocacy among the churches, 
and the effort will,be renewed at the next 
session, in May, 1860. | 

The present status of the M. E. Church on 
Slavéry isthis: (1), The General Rule forbids 
“buying and selling men, women and children 
with an intention to enslave them.” (2), The 
Chapter defloes Slavery to be a great evil, and 
asks, what shall be done to extirpate is? It 
forbids any traveling minister frum holding 
slaves, requiring their emexcipation if practi- 
cable; debars rs from official sta- 
tion in the where State laws permit 
emancipation; and requires that slaves be 
taught to read the Word of God and allowed 
time for attending religious services without 
reference to State laws. 

At present the church is divided on this 
subject into the following classes, each of which 
will be strongly represented on the floor of the 
General Conference : 


L. Those who say “The Discipline as it is.” 
This class embraces the border Conferences, 
the Union-savers of New York, and some oth- 
ers who contend that under the General Rule 
ard Chapter all slavebolding may be satisfac- 
torily dealt with. 

II. The party headed by Dr. Stevens, editor 
of the Advocate and Journal, who contend that 
to make non-slaveholding a test of membership, 
unless by the change of the Genera! Rule re- 
quirmg two-thirds of the General Conference 
and three-fourths of the members of each of 
the Annual Coufereuces present and voting, 
(which of course is not to be expected,) would 
be unconstitutional. 

III. Those who disclaim entirely the Stevens 
view, but who, believing that our present Dred 
Seott Supreme Court would decide the ques- 
tion in conformity to it, hold that policy indi- 
indicates that the Rule should be changed. 
With this view correspond the expressed sen- 
timents of almost the entire church press—the 
Advocate and Journal excepted. 

IV, Those who believe that the true policy 
is to defige, authoritatively, the present General 
Rule as designed to prohibit the intention 10 
enslave, whether buying, sellin-, or holding. 
This it is thought, will obviate the constitu- 
tional difficulty, and yet give the church a 
clear and unmistakable record on the question. 
The action of the New York, New York East, 
and other conservative annual Conferences, 
indicates that this policy is the one most likely, 
if any, to be adopted. There will be a deci- 
ded majority in the General Conference under 
strong progressive Anti-Slavery instructions, 
but n one proposition is very likely to receive 
the constitutional majority of two-thirds. 

T vo other questions will come before the 
Conference, which are exciting considerable 
interest in the Caurch. The first is that of 
admitting lay delegates to seats in the Annual 
and General Conferences. In some sections 


| this change has been urged by laymen with 


considerable zeal. The argument in its favor, 
so far as we have observed, is based entirely 
upon abstract principle, there being no charge 
preferred against the clergy of an oppressive 
nos of the power which the constitutio. of the 
Church confers upon them. The friends of the 
proposed change believe that it would increase 
the popularity of the Church to place ite 
legisiative functions upon a more democratic 
basis. But, strange as it may seem, it is nev- 
ertebless true, that the proposition has more 
advocates among the clergy than among the 
laity. The majority ot votes of Quarterly 
Conferences and other bodies of laymen, is 
largely against lay delegation, so far as heard 
from, and it is pot likely that the General 
Conference will inaugurate the change without 
some more marked demonstration in its favor 
on the part of the lay membersh p. 

The other question relates to the time which 
& preacher may be appointed to ihe same 
charge. At present the limit.is twO years, 
and it is proposed to extend the pod one 
year longer. Three years is the limit among 
the Methodists both of England and Canada, 
and the proposed alteration would make the 
rule uniform throughout the connection. The 
expression of the Churches in favor of this 
change has been pretty uniform, and it will 
probably be made.

A development has recently been made at Mt. 
Clemeus of a plan for robbery that equals in 
atrocity of design anything that has come to 
our knowledge this many a day.

laid to destroy a train on the Detroit and Port 
Huron Branch of the Grand Trunk Railway, 
and rob the passengers.

A man named 
Bowman, who, at the same term of Court, was 
convieted of burglery and sentenced to the 
State Prison far three years, was one of his ac- 
complices; the names of the others he refused 
to reveel, This confession was made on the 
14th inst.

Thecruelties and oppressious of Francis the 
Second have at last driven his subjects to insar- 
rection—a result which wag cleariy foreseen b 
all but that second Caligula, bis minioas and 
backers. So far, the accounts received are ex 
ceedingly ; while they appear to have 
beeu got up in the inte est of that young tyrant, 
and bene can be rebed upon only in part. The 
movement began on the 4th or 5th instant, at 
Messina, in the island of Sicily, the telegraph 
represent ng it as a mere riot, cansed by certain 
“roughs” of that place. The government, 
however, viewed the matter di tly, for 
large bodies of troops were iustautly dispatched 
to Sicily, where the insurrection was spreading 
at latest accounts. <A similar attempt made in 
the city of Naples would appear to have been 
immediately suppressed.

SPAIN AND MORUCCO, 


We find in the Londea Times of the 10th inst. 
full accounts of the severe engagement fought 
ee the 28d ult., which resulted iu the conclusion 
of a peace two days afterward. The action 
commenced early in the day, the Spanish army, 
full twenty-five thousand strong, having been 
in motion before six o’clock. Siender garrisons 
were left at Tetuan and the forts between that 
place and the sea. The action com 
about a league from the city, on the 
Tangier, near the banks of the Guad el „or 
Martin, where the Moors held an advantageous 
position among hills” partially covered with 
brushwood. They appear to have expected 
that the Spaniards would march up the valle 
without guarding the lofty heights upon their 
right, but in this they were disappointed.

They rushed 
fearlessly upon the Spanish lines, and appear 
to have contested every inch of ground with 
bravery. By four o’clock P. M. all was over, 
except an cecanonal droppiog shot. The Moors 
had removed their tents with great celerity, and 
little — was found to reward the victors. 
The losses were heavy on both sides. The 
Spanish official return gives 7 officers and 130 
men killed, 97 officers and 1,026 men wounded, 
makiog a total of 1, 260. 

Oa the following afternoon two envoys from 
Muley Abbas presented themselves at the Span- 
ish camp, with a request for a conference with 
General O'Donnell.

Mrs. Stowe gives an account, ia a letter to the 


. 0 1 
slaught of the police on the people o 
Rome, in the public streets, and adds: 

“Since then the Pope has given five dollars 
to each of the soldiers engaged in this outrage, 
and twenty to the ten who were first in the Cor- 
so, together with a silver medal, which they 
wear, in the face of a scowling, 3 peo- 

le. Much indignation prevails ng the 
French soldiers, who sympathize with the peo- 

ie, but General Goyor the next morning, in 
his orders for the day, commended the general 
movement of the Italian police in putting down 
the demonstration, but regretted that they 
should have emplo ed their weapons. The 
course of the Fre authority here just now 
seems inexpleable, The solution, I have heard 
from high authority, is that the pope has told 
the emperor that he wished him to take away 
his troops, and that if he wanted aid he could 
get it of tt e king f Naples; and that the French 
powers are therefore not unwilling to foment 
the difficulties and excitements which make 
their presence necessary. It is threatened that 
on Sanday next the liberals intend to crowd to 
St. Peter s, aud to break eut into a Te Deum” 
for the annexation. The students of the Sapi 
euta have already done this once, and been put 
down; and if y get agoing in St. Peter's 
there may be warm work. 

Ihe Pope bas in this last outrage sundered 
the last cobweb of respect or — feeling 
which yet bound Roman hearts to him. Such a 
cruel, merciless, indiscriminate attack on an 
unarmed populace, without giving them time to 
retire, and sparing neither nor sex, shows 
the nature of the beast. oder all that soft, 
graceous demeanor, those brown eyes so full of 
tranquility, lies the ferocious claw of the tiger. 
He will bave b as soon as he can get it, and 
henceforth between him and his people there 
is no place for repentance.” 


THE MISERABLE STATE OF ROME. 

According tb all the accounts of 4: j 
witnesses, the holy city was never in a worse 
state than at the present time. government 
is powerless for the pro ection of the people, 
and strong only for the repression of popular 
complaints. Violence and robbery occur in the 
streets in the open day, and ail the social and 
ecclesiastical signs indicate institutions in a state 
of corruption and decay. A correspondent of 
the Providence J gives the foilowing ac- 
count of the state of things: 

Amore bumiliating and hopeless condition 
then that in which the people of Rome fi 
themselves it is not easy to fancy. A govern- 
ment of priests, three or four bundred years 
back, was bad enough, but a government of 
priests in this advanced nineteenth century, 
and such a government as that of Rome, is not 
to be thought of with patience. If men bere 
went about with gags in their mouths, or yokes 
about their necks, and chains upon their aukles, 
they would not be in a condition of more com- 
plete servitude than at present. The cepionage 
kept up by the government is extremely — 2 
ing to foreigners, and how much more must 

r Romans feel its inconvenience. The po 
icemen are everywhere seen in threes and fours, 
as if they would protect themselves and not 
others ageipst possible attacks. At night the 
streets ure nearly deserted by eight o'clock. 
There isa t amount of general destitution, 
and the suffering among native artists and arti- 
zans is extreme. The great falling off in the 
ouniber of foreign visitors the present season— 
kept away principally by the uncertain stete of 
the country—has been the cause of this. There 
have been only a few thousand visitors this 
year, while last year—attracted not less by the 
magnet of a society of foreign princes—they 
were reckoned in tens of thousands. The 
Romans «re too much dependent upon foreign- 
ers for their subsistence, and now and then are 
reminded of it in a way which theyfeel “Rome 
is a desert,” is the constant cry of the Romans. 
We are dy ing of starvation, they exclaim, avd 
our rulers wil do nothing to ameliorate the 
present condition of things. The cost of the 
necessaries of life is extravagantly high, made 
80 rr by the taxes levied to pay forthe 
gilding on the priests’ garments. But this gild- 
ing continaes to be laid on, and the wardrobe 
of the Madonna is every year richer than ever 
zu gold trimmings, jewels and pearis, Under 
iheir system, compounded of jadaism and pa- 
ganism, the priests will still seek to amuse their 
trivial, or appease their vindictive God, while 
the poor ebildren of the real Father of us all are 
languishing and perishing for the food, both of 
the temporal and spiritual life. If the starving 
creature asks for bread, the priest gives him 
some new an image of stone to which he 
must pray, and he must nourish himself with 
the dry husks of some new dogma. 
“ Rome is going from bad to worse.”
